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Students head back to the classroom 


It’s back to the books for students this week 
and next. 

Boyne Falls Public School was the first to 
open its doors this year with classes in session 
on Tuesday. 

Wednesday, Sept. 2, and Thursday, Sept. 3 
will be full days, at the regular school hours of 
8:20 a.m.-2:40 p.m. There will be no school on 
Friday, Sept. 4 and Monday, Sept. 7. School will 
resume on Tuesday, Sept. 8. 

Enrollment figures at Boyne Falls are cur- 
rently at 273 students, the same as last year, and 


right at the budgeted figure, superintendent Pat 
Smith said. The district, which has budgeted for 
a flat enrollment for the next two years, is show- 
ing a balanced budget for the next four years, 
Smith said. The kindergarten class, now sched- 
uled as an all-day, five day per week class, is up 
from It students last year, to 18 this year. 
Smith said the school has seen a flurry of 
in and out enrollments in the last week and ex- 
pects things to settle down after the Labor Day 
holiday. If a millage is passed this December 
for a new K-12 school, it will generate enroll- 


ments, Smith said. “It has everywhere else 
they’ve put one in.” 

East Jordan Public Schools will begin with 
ahalf day next Tuesday, Sept. 8 from noon-3:10 
p-m., with full days the rest of the week. 

According to superintendent Chip Hansen, 
the district expects increases in enrollments in 
its three schools, as more students have regis- 
tered this year as were enrolled last year.

Fruit flies are 
everywhere now, 


but they should 
soon be history 


Where there's fruit. there’s 
Drosophila. 

Or better known in these parts 
as those pesky fruit flies that are ev- 
erywhere and on everything and fur- 
thermore, when are they going to 
leave? 

“This is the worst time right 
now.” said Tom Ellif. an extension 
specialist in the Department of En- 
tomology at Michigan State Univer- 
sity. He said he gets most of his calls 
about the flies from northwest Michi- 
gan during these three weeks when 
commercial orchards begin dropping 
fruit. Boyne City and East Jordan are 
right on the edge of what he dubs the 
“fruit-fly capital of Michigan.” 

y do serve a purpose in na- 
ture — to break down rotting fruits. 
The cherry harvest got them started, 
-and the apples and other fruits on the 
ground will keep them fed as long as 
temperatures remain normal. 

Since there are so many of them 
(they can turn over a generation in a 
week) they ¢ventually make their 
way inside houses through screens, 
keying their sharp senses on ferment- 
ing plant matter — like a bowl of 
fruit. 

Fruit flies — formerly called 
vinegar flies — are attracted to the 
same chemicals found in vinegar as 
in fermenting fruit. So Ellif suggests 
setting out a saucer of vinegar into 
which they will dive and drown. 

Another home remedy sug- 
gested by MSU agricultural informa- 
tion officer Bob Neuman is to spray 
cheese cloth with insecticide — don't 
saturate it — and put it over the fruit 
bowl. The flies will land on the cloth 
and die, Wash the fruit under running 
water for a few minutes or peel it 
before eating. 


The flies are not known to carry 
disease and are notaharmful if 
accidentally ingested by humans.

The Exceptional Riders Program is a non-profit 
organization which provides horseback riding lessons 
to handicapped children and adults in Charlevoix and 
Emmet counties. 

We have provided riding lessons to more than 300 
individuals over the past 14 years. In some cases, be- 
ing able to ride a horse in our program is the only rec- 
reational activity some of the persons experience. 
Learning to ride a horse is a great accomplishment and 
gives the rider a feeling of independence and freedom. 

Exceptional Riders is funded by the United Way. 
In addition, many local individuals, businesses and other 
civic organizations make contributions to help us oper- 
ate the program. Many volunteers also put forth con- 
siderable time and effort to do fund-raising activities 
for our program.

We realize that the person or persons who took 
these saddles may not be aware of their value to the 
handicapped citizens of our communities and how im- 
portant they are to the operation of our program. We 
ask that you find it in your heart to return these saddles 
$0 we may continuc to pravide riding lessons to handi- 
capped children and adults. If these saddles are not 
returned, many volunteers will need to begin another 
concerted effort to raise money to purchase more 
saddles for this fall's program.

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Latch still comes in handy

I was cleaning my kitchen cupboards the 
other day and discovered a remnant of the bygone 
days — childproof locks. It seems like ages ago 
when we first installed the myriad of 
recommended child safety devices throughout our 
home. We had locks on everything from the stove 


and refrigerator to the (ahem) bathroom commode. 


At first it was fear of the hidden dangers of 
our household that drove us to make sure 
everything in our living quarters was made safe 
for our children. But after a while. we simply 
became addicted to all the fascinating inventions 
that supposedly guaranteed protection. 

t remember that making a meal in our kitchen 
at one point required an octopus, or at least a 
creature with several extra arms. You couldn't 
simply turn on the stove, you had to push on the 
special plastic globe surrounding the switches, 
remove the safety device and turn on the gas, all 
the while staving off the potential two year old 
arsonist who was fascinated by the instantaneous 
flame. 

Then there was the lock on the toilet. 
Actually, the idea that a child could get his head 
stuck accidentally in this bathroom fixture seemed 
ridiculous at the time, but the statistics showed 
that a number of children drowned every year in 
bathroom accidents, so we were convinced. But | 


gotta tell you, that lock gave a whole new meaning 
to the words “bathroom emergency.” Especially ~ 
during potty training. 

In addition to these devices, as soon as our 
oldest child learned to roll over. we moved all 
cleaning supplies. sharp objects and anything of 
intrinsic monetary value to increasingly higher 
levels of shelving. At one point. our home 
resembled a fall-out shelter, without the candles 
and matches of course. 


But as our kids grew older, these safety issues 
became less urgent and the various gadgets were 
removed. Knick knacks slowly reappeared on our 
bookshelves and coffee tables. And, I thought. all 
the annoying safety accessories in our kitchen 
were removed. Apparently not. 

So now I'm faced with the decision to either 
remove the old cabinet Jatch or just leave well 
enough alone. And as easy as this choice should 
be, I find myself wavering. There are an awful lot 
of memories tied up in those latches. It's like this 
is the last vestige of our children’s babyhoods that 
we'll be giving up. 


But eventually the decision was made for us. 
It seems that after being so carefully protected all 
these years, the kitchen cabinet in question needed 
the little plastic tab to stay closed.

Well, another day of sailing with our friend 
the SE wind brought us a grand total of 1! miles 
southward progress - roughly what we can row 
now in slack waters and no head wind. It’s 
disappointing how our raging torrent of two weeks 
ago has been reduced toa trickle, but we are 
remaining patient and trying to find the humor in 
our current fortune. 

The arrival of David Conover and Russell 
Kaye (a photographer and writer for a national 
publication) a few days ago marked an abrupt halt 
to the solitude we've experienced here in Labrador 
and Baffin Island. The first news from the 
American media make me happy to have been 
well out of the loop this summer. 

While it’s fashionable aboard Snorri to “pooh 
pooh” these intrusions as obsession and sport for 
those on “the outside.” Clinton's predicament has 
— in a twisted way — helped put our infling 
challenge of being 500 miles from our destination 
in perspective, 

Anyway, we're all kind of bummed that these 
are the matters that have the nation gripped while 
we continue to celebrate the wildness of this coast. 

Ah. Labrador...this sunny, stony coastal 
wonderland, with caribou herds as thick as the 
black flies are inland; and arctic hare so big they 
could back down a Rottweiler, We used to think 
that polar bears were something to be worried 
about until we began to happen upon these 
monsters during onshore explorations! 

Perhaps when the explorer Jacques Cartier 
proclaimed Labrador to be a worthless and barren 
wasteland unfit even for such a gift that “God 
might see unfit to give to Cain,” he had, in truth, 
seen a hare on its hind legs (they're 3 ft. tall, I 
swear) and was forced to retreat to his ships to 
hoist anchor. Alice certainly wouldn't have chased 
these “rabbits” into their holes (hare actually live 
above ground and graze all year long) for the 
psychedelic Wonderland she might find herself in 
with an arctic hare might be a very unpleasant trip. 

The other day while hiking in Saglek Bay, I 
related a day in the life of coastal Labrador to 
someone back in Vermont...my feelings here of 
child-like discovery. The feeling of experiencing 
my surroundings with a kind of wonder that I'm 
rarely able to feel amidst the interruptions 
demanded by my daily life in Vermont.

coveted for its memories. 

Theresa has been researching 
the family’s genealogy — and 
found, among other things that 
Paraska means Theresa.
